Earl Conner this week announced that annual postal receipts

for Torrance post office has far¥

exceeded the $100,000 mark,
Representing  a

gain over last year’s receipts|
and almost 100 percent over| |
those of 1942, Torrance post|

office did a business of $124,-
568.74 during the calendar yecar
of 1944, according to Postmaster
Conner.

In 1943 the receipts were $92,-
839.63, the gain being $31,729.11.
The 1942 receipts were $64,835.58.

The tremendous increase in
post  office receipts is being
handled by total personnel of
only 50 percent more than were
employed in 1942, according to
the postmaster.

The receipte represent the
sale of postage, box rents, per-
mit matter, miscellaneous re-
ceipts, but do not geflect other
departments such as money or-
ders, bonds and postal savings,
Conner said.
